PROPOSAL

Demolish a ca. 1917 house.

ARCHITECTURE

One-story, rectangular-plan, pyramidal hipped roof, frame house with a partial-width, non-
historic front-gabled independent porch on plain square wood posts; boarded over windows,
but single openings believed to contain non-historic 4:4 fenestration.

RESEARCH

The house appears to date from around 1917; the first known occupant was Mrs. Mary
Innes, a widow, who lived here with her son, John, a wrapper for Swift and Company,
wholesale meats. Mary Innes was born in Scotland, and was living in a house on E. 6t
Street at the time of her death in 1924.

In the early 1920s, the house was rented by Edward and Hattie Lockwood, who lived here
until around 1921; and then Louis A. and Katherine Hartung, who lived here until around
1923. Edward Lockwood was a truck driver, while his wife, Hattie, was a candy wrapper
for McNamara Brothers, a candy manufacturer on soda pop bottler. Louis Hartung was
also a truck driver.

George and Elsie Jones appear as the owners of this house in the 1924 city directory; he
was a car inspector for the Southern Pacific Railroad. The house was then rented again in
the late 1920s through the early 1930s. James T. Foster, a laborer at the City Incinerator,
rented the house in the mid- to late 1920s; Robert Lee and Ada Foster rented the house in
the late 1920s and early 1930s; he worked for the J.C. Bryant Creamery.

In the mid-1930s, the house was rented by Earl and Tiny Naumann, who lived here until
around 1936. Earl Naumann was a truck driver. Another family listed as owners, Arthur
and Emma Scott, are listed here in the 1937 directory; he was an insurance broker. The
house was then rented out again from the late 1930s until the late 1950s. Tenants included
a van operator at a warehouse, a laborer, and a painter. The 1959 directory shows the
house owned by Ricardo and Juanita Rodriguez, who lived here until around 1961. He was
a laborer for the City Water and Sewer Department. The house was a rental property
again from the early 1960s onward, with tenants including a laborer and a carpenter.

STAFF COMMENTS

The house is not listed in any City survey to date.

STAFF RECOMMENDATION

Encourage rehabilitation and adaptive re-use, then relocation over demolition, but release
the permit upon completion of a City of Austin Documentation Package, consisting of
photographs of all elevations, a dimensioned sketch plan, and a narrative history, for
archiving at the Austin History Center. Despite its age, the house has neither the
architectural nor the historical significance to warrant individual designation as a historic
landmark.

BIOGRAPHICAL NOTES

Mary Innes (ca. 1917 — ca. 1919)

John Innes died in 1902; Mary Ross Innes was born in Scotland in 1844 and died in Austin in
1924. Her 1924 death certificate shows that she was living at 1105 E. 6" Street at the time of
her death. She was born in Scotland and was a widow. She died of apoplexy. John A. Innes
was the informant for the information on the death certificate.

Mary Innes’ son, John, and his wife, also named Mary, appear in the 1910 U.S. Census at 1004
Waller Street in Austin. John Innes was 41, had been born in Texas to Scottish parents, and
was the proprietor of a meat market. Mary Innes was 36, had been born in Germany, and had
no occupation listed. They had a son, Arthur, 16, who had been born in Texas, and was a
butcher in a meat market.

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Ed and Hattie Lockwood (ca., 1919 — ca. 1921)

Ed and Hattie Lockwood appear in the 1930 U.S. Census as the renters of the house at 93 East
Avenue. Ed Lockwood was 36, had been born in Texas, and was a truck driver. Hattie
Lockwood was 36, had been born in Texas to German-born parents, and was a waitress in a
café. They had no children listed with them.

Robert L. and Ada Foster ca. 1928 — ca. 1932)

Robert L. and Ada Foster appear as the renters of this house in the 1930 U.S. Census. Robert
L. Foster was 37, had been born in Texas to Tennessee-born parents, and was a laborer in a
creamery. Ada Foster was 30, had been born in Texas to Tennessee-born parents, and had no
occupation listed. They had 3 sons: Audrey, 10; Rayford, 4; and Weldon, 2. All the boys had
been born in Texas.

The 1920 U.S. Census shows Robert L. and Ada Foster as the renters of the house at 1910
East Avenue. Robert L. Foster was 26, had been born in Texas to Tennessee-born parents and
was a school janitor. Ada Foster was 19, had been born in Texas to Tennessee-born parents
and had no occupation listed. They had a son, Audra L, 1.

His 1917 World War | draft registration card shows that Robert Lee Foster was born in Manor,
Texas in 1893 and was living in Waller County, Texas, where he was a farm laborer. He was
married, and claimed a religious exemption from military service as he was a member of the
Church of Christ. He was of medium height, slender build, and had blue eyes and light hair.

By 1940, according to the census report of that year, Robert and Ada Foster were renting the
house at 2315 Willow Street. Robert Foster was 47, had been born in Texas, and worked at a
creamery. Ada Foster was 40, had been born in Texas, and had no occupation listed. They
had 4 children: son Audra, 20, who had been born in Texas and was a mattress maker; son
Rayford, 14; son Weldon, 12; and daughter, Wyona, 4.

E.A. Naumann was 29, had been born in Texas and was a
salesman for a wood yard. Tiny Naumann was 28, had been born in Texas, and had no
occupation listed. They had 2 children: Eugene, 7; and B. Ruth, 5. Both had been born in

Texas.
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Earl and Tiny Naumann appear in the 1940 U.S. Census as the owners of the house at 905
Spence Street, which was worth $3,000. Earl Naumann was 39, had been born in Texas, and
was a shipping clerk for the Red & White grocery store chain. Tiny Naumann was 38, had been
born in Texas, and had no occupation listed. Their children were Eugene, 17; and B. Ruth, 15,
both of whom had been born in Texas. Neither had an occupation listed.

Earl Allen Naumann’s 1971 death certificate shows that he was living on Route 5 in Travis
County at the time of his death from injuries resulting from an auto accident. He was born in
1900 in Travis County and was a retired oil dealer for Texaco.

Martin was 26, had been born in Texas, and was a shop assistant for the Highway Department.
He had lived in rural Taylor County, Texas in 1935. Lucile Martin was 26, had been born in
Texas, and had no occupation listed. They had a lodger, Edwin Halm, a 54-year old Texas-born
widower who worked as a foreman in a retail and wholesale chili company.

Robert Charles Martin’'s 1982 death certificate shows that he was living in Cedar Creek, Bastrop
County at the time of his death from lung cancer. He was born in Texas and was a
warehouseman for state government.

A.O. and Lillie Riddle appear in the 1940 U.S. Census as the renters of an apartment at 707
West Lynn Street in Austin. A.O. Riddle was 45, had been born in Texas, and was a tool repair
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man for a WPA project. Lillie Riddle was 44, had been born in Texas, and had no occupation
listed. They had 2 children: Odell, 11; and Mary Lee, 10. Both children had been born in
Texas. The family had lived in Goliad, Texas in 1935.

]The 1930 U.S. Census shows Otis and Lillie Riddle living with Lillie’s father, William P. Merideth
in Lockhart, Texas. Otis and Lillie Riddle were both 35; he was a laborer for the County
Highway Department. Their son Odell was 1. Lillie's father was an insurance salesman.

His 1967 death certificate shows that Oties [sic] Riddle was born on New Year's Eve in 1894 in
Texas. He was living in Austin at the time of his death at the VA Hospital in Temple, Texas. He

was a painter.
